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PUBLIC TELEPHONE SERVICE. 

Consul-General Jones of Winnipeg reports 
that the experiment made in governmental own- 
ership and control of telephones in the western 
provinces of Canada, has’ been highly success- 
ful. Under public control the rates are lower 
than they were under private management, still 
the lines:yield ‘a profit to the Government. Fur- 
thermore, the lower rates of service have led 








ftricts and in cities; and consequently there has 
been a large extension of lines. 

In Alberta the Bell Company charges for ex- 
changes to 200 subscribers were $3° for business 
service and: $20 for private service. The Gov- 


Ternment out the first rate to. $24, and the second 


In the larger cities of alberta the rate 
was reduced from’ $25 to $20. In Manitoba the 
rate on rural lines was reduced from $24 to $20, 
and private service in cities, from $30 to,$25. In 
that province the management is different in 
fome respects from that in Alberta and in 
Saskatchewan. It has an independent provin- 
clal telephone commission. Moreover, not all 
the Manitoba lines are under direct governmental] 
ownership. Some of the ryral lines are built and 
owned by the farmers themselves. To encour- 
age such construction the Government grants a 
bonus on all telephone poles required. 

During the past two years, Manitoba has con- 
structed at least, 2000 miles of rural lines. Al- 
berta has built 1428 miles’ of long-distance and 
rural lines.’ Saskatchewan has built 675 miles of 
long-distance wires, and has upwards of 2000 miles 
of rural lines. Thus, in all three of the prov- 
inces there has been a detided gain from the 
substitution of public for private ownership. 
These benefits will, of course, augment with the 
growth of the country.

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WEST CANADIAN FISHERIES. 

A curious illustration of the fapidity with 
which modern civilization exhausts the supplies 
of nature, even where théy are most’ abundant, 
is furnished in a report of Consul-General Jones 
of Winnipeg on the fish industries of Manitoba. 
It appears the lakes of the province have been 
overfished to such an extent that some of the 
most valuable species, such as whitefish and 
pickerel, have decreased in size and abundance, 
while sturgeon are on the potut of extinction. 

Such a statement is almost startling. Manitoba 
is still on the frontier of civilization. Its popu- 
lation is scant. Its rivers and lakes are numerous 
and large. It is but a little while ago that its 
fisheries, like its forests, were described as inex- 
haustible. Yet we find the lakes already ren- 
dered .half barren. The advance in the price of 
food and the increased facilities for shipping 
frozen ffsh are the causes of the evil. It appears 
that Manitoba fish are supplied to the markets 
not only of all the states along the Canadian bor- 
der, but also to Atlantic’ Coast citi s far south 
as Baltimore. The Dominion Fisheries Commis- 
sion has instituted an inquiry into the condition 
of the lakes, and will devise a means of conserv- 
ing the fish and preventing the threatened éx- 
tinction of the more valuable species.

‘An exhaustive investigation, economical and 
historical, has led Prof. E. R. A. Seligman of 
Columbia University to the conciusion that the 
high coat of living is due to the increased pro- 
duction of gold. As a professorial generalizer 
Mr. Seligman recognizes no national boundaries. 
The world is his field and his verdict is for the 
world. , 

His article in the current Independent is il- 
luminating and well worth reading not. only be- 
cause he fixes the cause definitely but because 
he holds out hope and reaches a corrective con- 
clusion. He says: 

What: really should cause us concern is not the rise 
of prices (which will before long be followed by ® 
fall and which méans no change in the country’s 
wealth or ultimate welfare), but the increase of cost 
in the sefise of a lessening of the powers of man 
over nature, and the failure of the same exertion to 
yield corresponding results. Economy of production 
and economy of consumption spell progress and 
wealth, A prodigal waste of natural resources and 
reckless extravagance in outlay spell retrogression 
and ultimate poverty. A rising price level is not an 
unmixed evil, and in so far as it ‘ls an evil at all, 
it will correct itself. Increasing cost, in the sens¢ 
of the necessity on the part of society of more ef- 
fort to secure the same amount of wealth, is both 
deplorable and remediable. 

To the smaller grievances and annoyances 
which afflict such trifling forces as the house- 
wife and the legislator Prof. Seligman pays little 
attention. These things will correct themselves. 
That is to warrant the inference that housewifely 
economy will cause a shrinkage in demand and 
the substitution of new commodities dr the new 
use of old ones will bring down, prices, and 
the legislator will, in the snd, find it convenient 
or expedient to cease tampering wit) immutable 
laws whose operation he can check for the in- 
stant but over which he has no permanent con- 
trol at all. 

Still we are interested particularly and direct- 
ly only in the domestic phase of the matter. The 
ordinary individual has not the economist’s powers 
of vision and he does not concern himself with 
the general and the ultimate. Out of the whole 
article the consumer gains only the consolation 
that some time, somehow, things will be changed 
for the better.

From the New York World. 

A man in New Orleans mails a letter to a friend 
in New York but in his haste forgets to attach 4 
+ stamp. Twenty or thirty years ago in such a case 
the postal authorities would have forwarded the 
missive and collected two cents of the recipient. Six- 
ty or seventy years ago postage on — al] letters 
was paid on delivery. 

The letter mailed in New Orleans, however, has & 
different fate. A clerk forwards to the persoh ad- 
dressed in New York a card notifying him that a 
letter without a stamp awaits him at that office; 
that it will be forwarded to him if he will send 
two cents prepaid, and that if the two cents are in 
the form of a postage stamp it must not be at- 
tached to the paper. This involves the writing otf 
a letter with a loose two-cent stamp inside and of 
course postage of two cents on the envelope. At @ 
cost of four cents, censiderable labor and a delay of 
days the letter finally reaches its destination, 

In this transaction, worthy of the Circumlocution 
Office, we have a fair illustration of the methods 
which rule in a postal service which is at once waste- 
ful, exorbitant and inefficient. Men responsible for 
this sort of thimg are demanding higher rates on sec- 
ond-class matter, have already increased the registry 
rate and no doubt will soon present other recom- 


gression. 
If the Postmaster-Generalship is to be reserved for

Kansas City Man’s Call for

HOBSON IS CHEERED 


Five Hundred Young Par- 
tisans Enthusiastic Over 
Party’ Prospects. 


When E. W. Stephens of Columbia. 
Mo., speaking at the dinner. of the 
Young Men’s Democratic Club at the 
Southern Hotel last night, suggested 
that either Joseph W. Folk or David 
R. Francis might be ‘urged as Mis- 
sourl’s choice for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for President, there was no re- 
sponse from any part of the hall. 

“If you will tell us which one you 
Want,” said Stephens, turning tc Fran- 
cis and then to Folk, “we will make 
him President of the United States.’’ 

Among the 500 who attended the din- 
ner were many Folk gnd Francis ad- 
herents. The explanation was made 
tcat as the gathering contemplated no 
indorsements of prospective candidates 
it would have been improper to record 
a sentiment for any individual. 

The dinner was furthered enlivened 
by words of advice given by James A. 
Reed, of Kansas City, one of the’ can- 
didates for’ United States Senator, in 
a letter which many construed as an 
attack on Francis. 

Others thought Reed referred to form- 
er Governor Folk, whom he scored in 
the’ 1903. senatorial campaign, 

‘Reed said fh his letter: 

“If we but keep the faith, if we nom- 
inate men whese devotion to the party 
and its platforms are unquestioned, 
and who will in public office main- 
tain the principies we profess, then 
we ate sure te achieve a splendid 


victory.” ¥ 

When the letter was read by Frank 
P. €runden, toastmaster, Democrats at 
many tables expressed the belief that 
Reed referred to the early campaigns 
of Bryan, when. Francis was not one 
of his. supporters. 

Reed was unable to he present, owing 
to his participation in’ the Dr. Hyde 
trial in Kansas City~ 

Fold and Francis Weleomed. 

Both Folk and Francis were received 
with enthusiastic demonstrations. Folk 
followed Editor Stephens, who criticised 
Governor Hadiey’s St. Louis and Kanh- 
sas City Police Boards. 

Taking ‘Progressive Democracy” as 
his text, former Governor Folk called 
attention to the apparent existence of 
graft at Washington and denounced the 
failure of the Republican congress to 
investigate the Sugar Trust. He blamed 
the Republican party for the special 
privileges enjoyed by the powerfu. mo- 
nopolies. He insisted that the, only 
relief from the Aldrich-Payne tariff was 
an absolute free trade statute. 


State lasues Untouched. 

Neither *olk or Francis touchéd on 
State ‘issues. Both of them referred to 
Roosevelt as “the man from Elba” 
without, however, nentioning the for- 
mer president's name. 

“We don’t know what will happen 
when he returns,” remarked Francis. 

“If he endorses the Taft administra- 
tion he will find himself at loggér- 
beads with the ‘insurgents’ and if he 
should criticise the regulars he will 
have accomplished the complete di- 
vision of his party.” 

Without referring to his senatorial 
candidacy, Francis detlared that be en- 
tered the present campaign to redeem 
Missouri from Republican rule. He 
praised the former Democratic ad- 
ministration » in Missouri, assailed the 
tariff policies of Senator Aldrich and 
his associates and said a number of 
uncomplimentary things about Speaker 
Cannon. 

He caused a laugh wheri ‘he solemnly 
proclaimed that the Democratic party 
of Missouri, unlike the Republicans, 
had néver had a boss. He pointed. to 
Republican Pennsylvania and New 
York, which Platt and Quay, he said, 
had owned poltically for many: years.

Edward Tonela’Is Captured 
After Acquaintance Ar- 
ranges a, Meeting. 


A telephone .mressage,.-- presumably 
from a friend, was responsible for the 
arrest last night'of Edward Tonela of 
932 Hickory street. whom. the police 
were seeking for the slaying of Robert 
Engel. : 

The search for Tone'a has been in 
progress since.

They arranged with an acquaintance 
of Tonela to telephone: to a friend of 
the fugitive. The friend, unaware of 
the plot, te’ephoned Tonela to meet him 
at. 8:30 o’clock last night in a’ saloon 
at Third and Barton streets. The de- 
tectives, who were in waiting,. arrested 
Tonela when he arrived. 

Tonela refused to make a statement. 
His chief concern seemed to be about 
the trick that had been played on him 
and a strong desire, vehemently ex- 
pressed, to “get even.” Tomorrow the 
police. will apply for a warrant charg- 
ing him with Engel’s murder.

Cleavenger declares he was con- 
sii Sta ag and could not keep the 
secret longer. Hamilton was active in 
the secret service of the Government 
and aided materially in unearthing the 
land frauds for which many have been 
convicted, among them an Episcopal! 
minister. 

Mcintyre lives at Seneca. Neb. where 
he has a family. He has not yet been 
arrested.

QUIT SENATE, BUT 
WON'T BE FIRED 


Rhode Island Leader Is Will- 
ing to Retire, but Will 
Oppose Enemies. 


Pi is it ycur intention 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—There 
has been no change in. the determina- 
tion of Senator Nelson W. Aldrich to 
leave public life at the expiration of 
his present term, March 3, 1911, since 

he Post-Dispatch’s exclustve an- 


nouncement early fn April. He was 
then and still igs anxious to relinquish 
official duties, certain conditions be- 
ing esséntial. Those conditions have 
not yet developed and the absolute 
certainty of Aldrich’s retirement re- 
mains in abeyance just as it did two 
years ago, when he first reached a 
specific conclusion to not seek re- 
election. } 

Senator Aldrich is stubborn in the 
deciston that neither foes tn the Sen- 
ate or enemies in his own State shall 
force him into retirement. His actual 
witdrawal from public life will de- 
pend on those contingencies. If the 
Senate insurgents should seek to 
forestall his retirement and attempt 
to depose him as leader 6r curtati his 
powers, Aldrich will remain and fight 
the battle to an end. — 

If -the opposition to Aldrich in 
Rhode Island should endeavor to éen- 
compass his defeat for re-election, he 
would make a campaign to prevent 
such a method of retirement. 

The primary fact persuading. Al- 
drich to retire Was the wave of in- 
surgency which began sweeping over 
the Senate more than two years ago. 
The movement gave indications of 
future growth and Aldrich then de- 
cided that, if left alone; he would 
withdraw before a sufficient number 
of young senators from the West 
could organize such a movement as 
would wrest the leadership trom 
him. He has not changed his views 
since and prefers relinquishing his 
official duties, being now approxi- 
mately 70 years old, nut does not in- 
tend it shall be compulsory.

“One woman wrote the word ‘subse- 
quent’ after the question, ‘How many 
times have you been married?” said 
one enumerator, “I was a bit puz- 
sled as to what this meant. . 

“On inquiry I found that she nad fol- 
lowed instructions literally. The ¢x- 
planation to the question stated that the 
head of ‘the family shoul. state whether 
it was his or her first, second or subse- 
quent marriage, 

Woman Wants a Husband. 


“The head of the family ‘in this case 


was a widow. She’ insist that she 
had answered the question. correctly, 
and I could not induce her to tell me 
how many times she had been married, 
although she admitted she was ‘2 years 
old. 

“*You can just put it down if you 
want to,’ she remarked, ‘that I wouldn't; 
mirfd getting married again if a man 
who owns an automobile and a house 
and is able to keep a servant and pro- 
vide me with a liberal allowance is 
seeking a good, home-loving wiie.’ 

“I told her I could not by any possi- 
ble means act officially as a match- 
maker,: but if I could mo anything for 
her, unofficially, to call on me.” 

26 Persens in a Room. 

In the Carr Street Police District, 
where the estimated population is 12,- 
000, the enumerators found some remark- 
able conditions. In one room they found 
26 persons living. Cots were arranged 
in tiers around the wall of the room, 
and those who occupied the upper berths 
had to use stepladders to get into them. 

A remarkable case was found in South 
St. Louis, where four entire families 
were.living in one large room. The only 
partitions in the room consisted of a 
series of chalk marks.

**Yes,’" answered the head of one of 
the four families, “we get along pretty 
well, except with. that. family in the 
corner.

Lists Generally Correct. 

“T don’t think I have listed a woman 
who; will admit she is over 45,’ said one 
enumerator, ‘although I am sure I must 
have listéd no less than 25 who were 
60 if a day. This thing of telling a 
woman she must be mistaken about her 
age is a delicate matter. I have found 
if is better to accept her version and 
let it go at that.” 

The enumerators left lists at homes a 
few days in advance of April 15, and 
found that these had been generally 
filled out correctly. Much time was 
saved in cases where the blanks were 
all filled opt and ready to hand to ‘the 
enumerator. 

In some of the settlements populated 
by foreigners the enumerators had a 
hard time getting the desired informa- 
tion.

NEW ORLEANS, April 16.—That 
reports of fraud in the weighing of 
Sugar at the port of New Orleans 
were, without grounds and that the 
Government had not lost a penny in 
this ‘connection was the gist of the 
report which Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral W. T. Denison late today 
placed in the hands of the United 
States grand jury in this city. Mr. 
Denison was one of the Govern 
ment’s special attorneys in the sugar 
cases in New York and has been in 
charge of the investigation here. 

“The figures at New Orleans show 
that the Government sugar weighing 
here has been for ten years on the 
basis of correctness never approached 
at any refinery in New York until 
after the frauds were exposed and 
ihe conditions revolutionized,” sald

+ comet we shall soon know of what it is 
made. This is being found out by sub- 
P jecting the comet to “,pectrum analysis” from 
head to tail. The process and results constitute 
one of the greatest of “modern miracles.” Small- 
er comets have been analyized, but never the one 
now showing in the heavens. When Halley's 
comet visited the earth three-quarters of a cen- 
th tury ago, the spectroscope haa not been in- 
im -vented. 

Until it is explained, the success that has al- 
ready been reached in this direction seems al- 
most past belief. Once explained, it is as sim- 
ple as learning to spell on a typewriter. That 

m- in fact, is just what is now going on in every 
a= great observatory of the world. They are using 
the spectroscope to spell out what the comet is 
made of. 

They have already spelled out a number of 
things, including the burning gases of coal (car- 
bon) and of hydrogen. As these cases are well 
known on’earth in different combinations, they 
are found in the comet with the same certainty 

“ as they are known on earth. It is also found 
: that electricity is “sparking” through them. Oth- 

er substances well-known on earth ere found and 
eabily identified. 

About others, such as the rare and pois nous 
fas, cyanogen, a\mistake may, be made as easily 
as in the spelling of hard woras or in matching 
exactly the delicate shades of . ribbon. 

‘Tf words are read aloud they become sound 

, waves in the air. They are wireless messages 

‘ to the ear of anyone hearing them. Anyone who 
ae knows how can spell them out, and give their 
waa meaning as they are heard. 

But the comet sénds wireless messages in 
waves of light, instead of sound. Instead of 
being heard as‘ sotnds, they are seen through 
the spectroscope as~tones and markings of a 
variety of colors. The spectroscope is an inven- 
tion for “spelling them out” in the code which 
belongs to them. When the eye is trained to 
read color waves.it is practically the samie thing 
as the use of the ear in spelling out sound waves 
when they come as wireless messages. With this 
“same thing” there is the difference between 
sound waves and light waves. . 

There is another great difference. In. the 

words “iron,” “carbon” or “hydrogen,” we make 

the sound waves different in different languages, 
but all meaning the same thing. In the wireless 
messages of nature the light waves for carbon 
are always the same color, and they mean car- 
bon always, or iron, or hydrogen, as the case 
may be. 

Hydrogen burning with carbon, with electricity 
sparking through it, sends messages from the 
comet in light waves which spell out the same 
thing to every one who can read the color code. 

Newton found what may be called the vowels 

. of this color code when he passed & ray of white 
‘sunlight throtigh:a prism and threw the colors of 
the*tainbow (or solar spectrum), on a screen.
